forbear from exercising its hight duty 
of giving or of refu«tng its advice -or 
consent to nominations of the Presid'ml, 
in all case*, according to its centi lemmas 
sense of its two obligation* to the con 
Dilution and to-the country, 
ll these 
offices of Hank directors remain unfilled, 
the fault will not be the la ult ot lh# 
Senate. 
T he case is like oilier cases 
of rejection. 
In other cases, other per­ 
sons have beeu nominated in place ol 
those rejected by the Senate, sod con­ 
firmed ; aud, if a different course shall 
be adopted on this occasion, dis a course 
for which the Scuate cannot be res­ 
ponsible. 
Their power of witholding their a* 
sent from the President's nominations is 
not altogether vain and nugatory ; it 
was given them by the constitution to be 
exercised in proper cases, and id their 
own discretion. 
When exercised by 
them, the rights of no other branch of 
the Government are infringed or im­ 
paired : the Senate has only done its 
oivii duty, and, having done this honestly 
and conscientiously, it cannot fear any 
consequences.
